The Topic Sentence 2ujlHI2lju*. -^ 

A topic sentence usually comes at the beginning of a paragraph; that is, it is 
usually the first sentence in a formal academic paragraph. Not only is a topic 
sentence the first sentence of a paragraph, but, more importantly, it is the 
most general sentence in a paragraph. What does "most general" mean? It 
means that there are not many details in the sentence, but that the sentence 
introduces an overall idea that you want to discuss later in the paragraph.

A unified paragraph is one that focuses on one idea and one idea only. Look at 
the following example of a paragraph that lacks unity. 
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Moving out of my parents' house and into an apartment didn't bring me the 
uncomplicated joy that I had expected. First of all, I had to struggle to make 
the rent every month, and the landlord was much less understanding than my 
parents. Then I realized I had to do my own laundry, clean up the place now 
and then, and fix my own meals. One nice thing about my mother is that she is 
an excellent ****. She even attended a French ***** n g school before she 
married my father. It's true that I liked the greater freedom I had in my 
apartment no one constantly asking me what time I'd be home, no one 
nagging me about cleaning up my room or raking the front lawn but I wasn't 
thrilled with spending most of a Saturday getting rid of a cockroach 
infestation, or Sunday night doing three loads of smelly laundry.
